The 1972 Ossipee Town Report is dedicated to Austin 
Eldridge, a lifelong resident of Ossipee whose premature 
death in May of 1972 saddened the entire community. 


Austin Eldridge was born and brought up in the Town 
of Ossipee, attended the local grammar school and gradu- 
ated from Ossipee High School in the year 1940. 


During the early years of his adult life, Austin served 
the Town as the local milkman, employed first by the 
Indian Mound Dairy of Center Ossipee and later as an 
employee of Abbott’s Dairy of Conway. 


It was during these years that Austin became widely 
known and admired by the Townspeople. A ready smile, 
outgoing personality, and kind word toward all endeared 
Austin to his many customers and friends. 


An early interest in Town affairs prompted Austin’s 
election as Town Clerk in the year 1954, a position in which 
he served the Town with great distinction for fifteen years. 


During Austin’s tenure as Town Clerk, office hours 
were never discussed, for his home was always open that 
Townspeople might conduct their business. 


A dedicated family man, Austin’s personal interests 
and enjoyment centered around his wife and two children 
and with the later arrival of a son-in-law and two grand- 
children, his life became fully enriched. 


At the time of his passing, Austin was employed as 
manager of the Indian Mound IGA in Center Ossipee. 


It can truthfully be said that all of us who knew Austin 
Eldridge are just a little better off for that acquaintance.

Article 2: To see if the Town will vote to alter the 
hours during which the Polls shall remain open. 

You are also notified to meet at the Town Hall on the 
first Tuesday of March, next, at seven-thirty o’clock in the 
afternoon to act on the following articles. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the ensuing year the following sums of 
money for the following purposes:

Article 7: To see whether the Town would approve 
the appointment by the Selectmen of a committee of three 
people, consisting of one individual from each precinct 
to study the feasibility of forming a Town Fire Depart- 
ment as opposed to the present three precinct system, 
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said committee to report their findings to the Selectmen 
at least ninety (90) days prior to the next Town Meeting. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to accept 
Remle Road, Leavitt Bay, Center Ossipee as a part of the 
Town road system. (Submitted by petition) 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
use of a non-partisan ballot in Town Elections as opposed 
to the present Australian ballot system. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to establish 
a three member Refuse Disposal Planning Committee with 
duties as set forth in Sections 1 - 5, Chapter 53-B, New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, to study 
the advisability of establishing a regional refuse disposal 
district. The committee shall report its findings and recom- 
mendations to the Board of Selectmen for action by the 
Town Meeting. 


Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed $34,500.00 to purchase three 
new Highway Trucks and authorize the Selectmen to with- 
draw that sum from the Revenue sharing fund established 
under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act 
of 1972.

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Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate and expend the sum of $3,000.00 to provide for a 
part-time visiting nurse for the Town of Ossipee. (Approved 
by the Budget Committee) 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate and expend the sum of $5,400.00 to continue the 
funding of a recreation program for the Town of Ossipee 
should present Federal funding be discontinued or to raise 
and expend the sum of $1,350.00 to supplement the present 
recreation program should the funding be continued. 
(Approved by Budget Committee) 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to apply the unexpended balance of revenue 
sharing funds to the reduction of taxes. (Approved by 
Budget Committee) 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to discon- 
tinue Section #87, Thompson Mill Road, a distance of 
.08 miles, and make subject to gates and bars. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to discon- 
tinue Section +68, Young Road, a distance of .27 miles 
from Brown’s Ridge Road to end and make subject to gates 
and bars. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to discon- 
tinue Section +89, Old East Side Road, a distance of 
approximately .56 miles and make subject to gates and 
bars. 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
that Section of road leading from Route 171 to property 
of Russell Whiting, Sr. 


Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
that Section of road leading from Section +86 to residence 
of Francis Clougherty. 
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Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to relocate 
Section #56, running between residence of present E. 
Milton Dow property and former Carrie Welch homestead 
to Section #80, Bennett Hill Road, approximately 700 
feet in a Northwesterly direction, the cost of said con- 
struction to be borne by E. Milton Dow. The Selectmen to 
accept new road only upon ascertaining that road conforms 
to specifications as stated under sub-division regulations. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will vote to abandon 
Section #92, Old Hodgdon Shore Road entrance from 
Route 16 to end. 


Article 24: To transact such other business as may 
legally come before the Meeting.

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REPORT OF THE OSSIPEE DISTRICT COURT 


In the past 4 years, the number of criminal cases han- 
died by the Ossipee District Court has more than tripled, 
with 1274 complaints being entered and processed during 
1972. Fines collected totalled almost $25,000.00. Motor 
vehicle violations constituted the bulk of the cases (974), 
and except for the more serious offenses, most of these 
were processed by Ms. June Loud, who, in addition to her 
many duties as Clerk of Court and Bail Commissioner, 
functions much like an urban Traffic Bureau, accepting 
Waivers of Appearance, Pleas of Guilty or Nolo Conten- 
dere, and fines in amounts such as would be assessed by 
the Court. This procedure enables those Respondents who 
are unable or unwilling to appear before the Court to dis- 
pose of their cases with a minimum of expense and loss of 
time, while simultaneously allowing the Justice and Special 
Justice to devote their time and efforts to tnose cases which 
are contested or which may be heard only by the Court. 


In addition to 47 operators being brought before the 
Court on a charge of driving while intoxicated, the Court 
disposed of 49 cases involving drugs, 56 involving minors 
in possession of alcoholic beverages, 23 assault cases, 10 
for derisive words, 13 cases involving snowmobiles, 8 for 
throwing trash, 16 Fish & Game violations, 1 boating of- 
fense and a number of miscellaneous criminal complaints. 
Appeals to the Superior Court were filed in 16 cases, and 
11 subjects were bound over for action by the Grand Jury 
on felony charges. 


Civil cases have also increased in number, with 110 
Small Claims and 13 Writs being filed. As of July 1, 1972, 
this Court has exclusive jurisdiction of all civil cases in- 
volving residents of the District wherein damages sought 
to be recovered do not exceed $500.00; this change in the 
law is expected to further increase the civil docket of the 
Court. 
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The District Court also has exclusive jurisdiction of 
Juvenile matters. Each case requires a minimum of 2 
hearings and thereafter, usually, continued supervision 
through the N. H. Probation Department. 


Other than the Regular and Special Sessions of the 
Court held at the Town Hall, the Justice and Special Jus- 
tice frequently find themselves going to Jail, but not as in- 
mates, their purpose being to arraign, set bail and, some- 
times, dispose of the cases of those persons unable to raise 
bail within 24 hours of arrest. 


The Justice, Special Justice and Clerk all acknow- 
ledge and thank the law enforcement officers, lawyers, Pro- 
bation Officers, social service agencies and workers, town 
officials and personnel from other courts whose coopera- 
tion and understanding enable the Ossipee District Court 
to cushion the blow a collision with the law inflicts while 
simultaneously offering alternative methods of disposition 
designed to rehabilitate the offender and to increase his 
faith in those charged with the enforcement of law and 
administration of justice.

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REPORT OF OSSIPEE POLICE DEPT. 1972 


To the Selectmen of Ossipee and Citizens of the Town: 


I would like to express my sincere thanks to the Board 
of Selectmen, Department Heads, and all other Town em- 
ployees for their support and cooperation during the past 
year. 


During the year the Police Dept. was very active in 
Traffic control, patrol and accident prevention, crime pre- 
vention and assorted other calls. 


In each field a substantial decline of past years was 
realized. In the traffic control the By-Pass did the job 


it was designed to do, that of relieving the traffic con- 


gestion on old Route 16 in the Center Ossipee area. Also 
when organizations that were planning affairs that re- 


quired a lot of cars called in advance, the street parking 
problem was solved. 


In the area of patrol and accident prevention the Dept. 
investigated 85 accidents with very little personal injury. 
In 1971 Ossipee had 23!4% of all the fatal accidents 
in Carroll County, and in 1972 the Town had none. This 
fact alone shows that being out in the public eye is a good 


deterrent. The same applies to Crime Prevention, if they 
can see you, you can see them. The crime rate on the heavy 
traveled Route 16 was kept to a minimum, this compared 


to past records is quite favorable. During the Spring and 
early Summer there were fewer summer homes reported 
broken into, this being due to constant check of the acces- 
sible ones. 


As for the Juvenile Delinquency in Town, this has 
been reduced drastically thru the efforts of the Police Dept., 
Courts, and the greatest contributing factor - a recreation 


Director with a program. This has given the youth of 
the Town direction of their leisure time. 


This Dept. hopes to have, and will surely give con- 
tinued support to the recreation dept. 
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In closing, let me say that it has been a pleasure to 
serve you, the people of Ossipee, for the past year.

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REPORT OF THE OSSIPEE PLANNING BOARD 


At the March 7, 1972 Town Meeting the Ossipee Plan- 
ning Board was duly authorized by vote of the Town to 
act in approving or disapproving new subdivisions as pro- 
vided in New Hampshire statutes. As required, a public 
hearing was held on April 4, 1972, following which the 
proposed subdivision regulations which had been presented 
at the hearing, were adopted by the Planning Board. A 
copy of these regulations was then placed on record in 
the Carroll County Registry of Deeds. 


Since that time, the Board has met the first and 
third Tuesdays of each month at 7:00 p. m. in the Select- 
men’s office. To date 14 plans have been formally sub- 
mitted to the Board. Of these plans, 3 were approved as 
pre-existing subdivisions and the remaining 11 received 
approval from the Board as new sub-divisions. In addition, 
8 preliminary sketches have been presented to the Plan- 
ning Board for review prior to formal submission.

The Lakes Region Planning Commission has emphasiz- 
ed two major directions of work during the past year. 
The first to prepare Regional Plans and related programs. 


One such program is the Regional Solid Waste Pro- 
gram (pertaining to dumps) initiated November 2nd, and 
3srd, with meetings in Ossipee and Meredith involving towns 
east and west of Lake Winnipisaukee. Professional studies, 
with consideration to locations and costs to individual 
towns, will be available in 1973. 


The second direction is to provide professional plan- 
ning assistance and advise to local communities. As an 
example, the Ossipee Planning Board has been advised on 
several occasions by the Regional Director on procedures 
for administering sub-division regulations and the bonding 
of new roads. 


We feel that membership in this Commission can, and 
will be very helpful in future planning for the Town of 
Ossipee.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative 
State-town program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, ap- 
pointed by the Director, Division of Resources Development 
upon recommendation of the Selectmen and the State’s 
District Forest Fire Chief is responsible for fire suppression 
and other related duties. The State shares equally with the 
town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and 
careless fires, which are charged to the responsible party. 
The State further provides fire detection services, pre- 
vention programs, fire training for town wardens and crews, 
and back up equipment for fire suppression 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire War- 
den controls all outside burning in his town. Any person 
wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered 
with snow must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from 
the Town Forest Fire Warden. No permits will be issued 
for fires between 9:00 A. M. and 5:00 P. M. unless it is 
raining, except for commercial purposes. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can 
be an extremely useful tool when under control but once 
allowed to run wild it can become a disastrous and devas- 
tating force. Only you can prevent a forest fire.
